control equipment." 


The judge set a hearing on the 


petition for Oct. 28. 


The charges were brought in 


a lawsuit last Jan. 10 by then 
Atty. Gen. Ramsey Clark, who 
accused General Motors, Ford 
Motor Co., Chrysler Corp. and 
American Motors Corp. of con- 
spiring for the past 15 years to 
delay installing antismog de- 
vices on cars. 
SEPT. 11 AGREEMENT 


On Sept. 11 the Justice De 


partmeni agreed to settle the 
suit in return for assurances 
from the automakers 
and the 


Automobile Manufacturers As- 
sociation that they will develop 
antismog devices competitively 
and 
refrain 
from 
deciding 


among themselves when the de- 
vices will be installed. 


If approved by the judge, the 


settlement would have the force 
of a court decision, and the autc 
companies would be compellet 
to abide by it. 


The congressmen contend the 


settlement "is not in the best in- 
terests of the people." 


"It will deprive private lili 


gants of the opportunity to take

Suppose he had ducked the 


queen, as he should have done.

what West played next. 


South would have had ten iron- 
clad tricks, none of which could 
be taken away from him. 


If West continued with the ten 


of. diamonds, 
dummy 
would 


duck again, thus preserving'the 
king as as a trick. South would 
ruff the ten, draw trumps, and 
later discard a spade on the 
king 
of diamonds.

only 


losers 
would be the ace of 


hearts and A-Q of diamonds. 


There is no doubt that many 


declarers 
would 
instinctively 


play dummy's king o£ diamonds 
on West's queen. It would not 
occur to them that ducking the 
queen and conceding that trick 
to West is merely an exchange 
of one loser for another. They 
would not realize that this trick 
is recoverable later because an 
otherwise sure spade loser is 
simultaneously averted. 


The duck is simply a safety 


play to preserve the ten high- 
card tricks South is looking at. 
It protects the contract against 
every possible accident of fate 
and is therefore the right play 
to make.
